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SECTION  I  -  OPERATIONS 


1,  (C)  INTRODUCTION:  This  Operational  Report  -  Lessons  Learned  covers  the 

period  1  February  through  30  April  1970,  During  the  quarter  the  11th  Armored 
Cavalry  Regiment  continued  Operation  Kentucky  Cougar  under  the  operational 
control  of  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM) .  Regimental  activities  were  direct¬ 
ed  tov/ard  securing  the  countryside  .by  means  of  ground  reconnaissance  ,*nd 
sweeps  in  Binh  Long,  Binh  Duong,  and  Tav  Ninh  Provinces, 

On  15  February,  Operation  Fresh  Start  commenced  in  liar  Zone  C.  The  obiective 
of  the  operation  was  to  interdict  the  ene  ty  n or tli- south  line  of  communication. 
This  area  is  laaown  as  the  Saigorv-MLchelin  Corridor  and  is  characterized  by  a 
series  of  supply  trails  paralleling  the  Mustang  Trail.  Direct  support  from 
the  501st  and  984th  lend  Clearing  Companies  was  provided  the  1st  end  2nd 
Squadrons.  large  cuts  in  the  jungle  were  made  by  Rome  Plov9  secured  bv  arm¬ 
ored  cavalry.  At  first,  Route  246  and  the  :'ustang  Trail  were  opened  to 
200  meter  widths;  the  increased  maneuver  •  'eas  and  the  resultant  FSB's  began 
to  sever  the  enemy 1  s  ore  supply  routes. 

Faced  with  increased  pressure  in  War  Zone  C,  the  eneny  apparently  tried  to 
cause  the  deployment  of  either  the  1  st  or  2nd  Srundron  from  War  Zone  C  by 
attacking  the  3rd  Squadron  in  the  vicinity  of  Loc  Ninh.  The  attack  did  not 
achieve  its  objective  and  Operation  FVesh  Start  continued  to  strangle  the 
enemy's  line 3  of  canwuni cation. 


In  late  March,  a  series  of  tactical  cuts  in  the  vicinity  of  enemy  base  ce-’ps 
wore  made  in  the  areas  immediately  north  of  Route  246,  On  31  i-terch,  these 
tactics  paid  off  as  a  NVA  replacement  school  was  found  a  short  distance  from 
tho  Cambodian  border.  Sweeps  of  areas  out  by  the  Rome  Plows  were  becoming 
extremely  effective.  An  emphasis  upon  the  use  of  automatic  enbuahes  began  to 
seriously  hamper  the  enemy's  ability  to  move  along  his  ooT.'on  footpaths.  On 
4  April,  the  Rome  Plow  cuts  were  completed. 


On  9  April,  the  enemy  again  reeled  under  constant  pressure  and  tried  des~ 
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peratoly  to  oliminate  Fort  Defiance,  the  center  of  operations  for  toe  2nd 
Squadvon.  Ihe  onewr  attempt  v/as  unsuccessful,  and  again  on  1 5  April,  ho 
launched  a  heavy,  but  unsuccessful,  indirect  fire  attack  on  the  1st  Sou  Miron 
at  FSB  Kramer  in  the  Dog's  Face  area  of  For  Zone  C,  Thus  the  eu.arter  ended 
irith  the  enemy  supply  lines  through  the  war  zone  severely  restricted.  B.->so 
oxers  and  rear  services  of  the  enemy  were  forced  to  .  ’oe  into  the  Cmbodi  n 
sanctuaries  in  the  north. 


2.  (C)  INTELLIGENCE  SU"  ARY: 


a.  General:  During  the  cuartor  the  11th  Armored  Cavalr--  Rogi  emt 
operated  primarily  in  eastern  War  Zone  C,  However,  operations  ue  c  *lro 
conducted  along  LOC's  in  Binh  long  and  Phuoc  long  Provinces. 


During  the  months  of  Fobruarr  through  April,  elements  oi  the  5th  VC  Division 
(AO:  northern  and  contral  Riuoc  Long  Province  and  Binh  Tuy  Province),^  7th  •  - 
Division  (AO:  northern  and  western  Binh  Long  Province  and  the  Fishhook  -ro¬ 
of  Unr  Zone  C),  9th  VC  Division  (AD:  northeast  section  of  the  Dog’s  Nock  .o 
the  southern  tip  of  the  Angel's  Wing),  and  50th  Hear  Sendee  Or o^  co^ri sod 
the  main  force  enemy  units  operating  in  the  11th  aCA  TaOR.  Otho.^  idertifir  - 
tions  included  the  69th  Artillery  Co  i’cnd  (K35  Bn,  9Ath  Ar+v  .<ert  and  2nd  Fin, 
20«th  arty  Hegt),  SR-1  (1,2  &  3  Bns,  101st  Regt),  SFL5  (K2  f:  4  -ns  px’-s  016 
Co,  Dbng  Nai  Hegt),  70th  RSG  (K50  Hospitcal),  82nd  RSG  (G-109  Bn  or  -o,  B  f 
ieclical  Service  Section),  C0SVN  (Propaganda  Training  Section,  Civil  Heaiui 
lection.  Military  Intelligence  Directorate,  and  Fftlitory  Tost  Office),  21  h 
Infiltration  Group  (1st  Co,  6th  Bn) ,  rind  2154  Infiltration  Group. 


The  current  NVA/VC  offensive  is  Campaign  X,  placing  emphasis  on  psychological 
victories.  Attempts  to  discredit  RVN  Government  control  end  incro-se  polit¬ 
ical  pressure  for  US  withdrawal  will  be  made.  IF './VC  military  activity  will 
increase  during  the  campaign  but  an  all  out  effort,  like  the  1968  Tet  Offen¬ 
sive,  is  not  expected.  NVAAC  Party  Com  -ittees  at  district  level  and  below 
will  concentrate  an  creating  unrest  in  RVN  Government  controlled  areas  by 
eutphsizing  social  distinctions,  increasing  hostile  feeling  toward  t  'O  Ub 
and  RVN  leadership,  and  intensifying  nob  violence. 


Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  recruit  lent  of  RVN  dependents  in  the  VC 
political  struggle.  Popular  feeling  in  favor  of  a  "peace  government"  will 
\j. go  be  instigated  =  nd  disruption  of  the  RVN  pacification  program  iri.ll  be 
".ttempted.  In  Directive  14/CT-7-70  dated  10  liprch,  the  NVA/VC  expressed 
ti.oir  view  that  disruption  of  the  RVN  accelerated  pacification  program  would 
load  to  the  disruption  of  the  de-Araericanization  of  the  war  and  victor-  for 
the  NVA/VC,  Attempts  to  increase  US  casualties  will  be  made  to  heighten 
political  and  social  pressure  on  the  US  Governnent. 
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Do-escalation  and  de-Americanization  of  the  war  reduces  political  pressure 
on  the  US  Government  for  a  negotiated  settlement  and  provides  addi  tional 
time  to  strengthen  RVN  Armed  Forces.  The  NVA/VC  poll  err  rakers  realise  strong 
RVil  Armed  Forces  could  result  in  their  defeat  and  eventual,  reuni "i cation  of 
Vietnam  under  RVN  control.  They  also  realize  that  public  opinion  in  the 
United  States  could  induce  the  US  Govern'iient  to  accept  a  coalition  govern¬ 
ment  including  Communists,  COSVN  Directive  04/CTNT  gives  the  impression 
that  Campaign  X  was  designed  to  create  political  repercussions  in  the  US 
Congressional  Election  in  November,  1970,  NVA/VC  policy  makers  vent  tot-1 
withdrawal  of  US  forces  expeditiously  rather  than  over  a  prolonged  per?  od  to 
prevent  the  US  from  increasing  RVN  capabilities. 

Campaign  X  will  utilize  -lain  Force,  Local  Force,  and  guerrilla  ele  .ents  to 
destrer*  the  RVN  administrative  infrastructure  and  JTN  Armed  Forces,  or'  ticu- 
larly  Regional  and  Self  Defense  Forces,  in  on  attempt  to  wrest  control  ol 
the  population  in  selected  areas  and  deny  the  RVN  Covenant  manpower  ro— 
sources.  Main  Foce  units  at  regional  level  are  to  intensify  their  attacks 
on  sensitive  areas  which  will  tie  down  RVN  forces  and  enable  local  Force  (VC) 
units,  at  province  and  district  level,  to  support  village  guerrillas  Lo 
seizing  control  of  their  assigned  hemlets.  The  three  pronged 
itars  political  and  social  proselytizing)  vdU  be  increased  in  RVIT  clues 
to  coipel  a  me! or  portion  of  the  RVN  forces  to  defend  their  cities  and 
enhance  conditions  for  the  disruption  of  the  RVN  accelerated  pacification 
urogram  in  rural  areas.  Sub-sectors,  controlling  locations  of  the  RVN 
accelerated  pacification  program,  will  be  attacked  by  supers.  ttciTD -s 
will  bo  made  to  kill  RVN  administrative  personnel  e.t  the  ward  ?nd  carter 
levels  in  the  towns  and  cities  to  neutralize  RVN  control  ~nd  promote  revolu¬ 
tionary  movement.  Terrorist  activity  will  increase  during  Campaign 

NVA/VC  forces  operating  in  villages  under  RVN  control  ere  to  preserve  the 
logal  RVN  controlled  status  of  the  local  population.  They  are  not  to  con¬ 
duct  large  attacks  because  such  activity  will  compel  KVN/FWF;AF  to  sweep  1  e 
villages  and  root  out  the  NVA/VC.  Any  trouble  which  might  distrub  the  local 
farm  production  and  NVA/VC  operations  is  to  be  avoided,  NVA/VC  forces  will 
attempt  to  replace  loyal  RVN  administrative  personnel  with  VC  or  / C  s yn- 
pc.thizers  through  logal  procedures  and  then  continue  to  preserve  the  legal 
status  of  the  RVN  administrative  organization  under  VC  control. 

Campaign  X  started  around  28  March,  and  is  expected  to  last  until  the  end 
of  iiy.  It  consists  of  throe  phases:  28  ’larch  -  9  April,  20-25  -‘prll, 
and  6-31  (fay.  Highlights  of  the  campaign  will  be  International  Ir.bor  Dry- 
(1  May),  men  Bien  Phu  Victor  Day  (7  May),  and  Ho  Chi  ‘.Inh's  birthd."  (19 

may). 
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Tlit:  11th  i-Cil  intelligence  effort  regained  targeted  against  local  forces  and 
guerrilla  activities  as  the  enemy's  main  forces  continued,  to  avoid  cont.ct 
in  concurrence  viith  the  present  economy  of  force  tactics.  The  problems  of 
identifying  and  neutralizing  an  individual  or  group  responsible  for  mining 
LOC’s,  and  the  problem  of  neutralizing  local  forces  and  guerrilla  units 
responsible  for  harassing  attacks  b-»  fire,  intimidation  end  •'rosel'-'tising 
of  the  local  populace,  remain  unsolved  in  eon  unction  with  the  Vietnymi^a- 
tion  program.  The  Regiment's  intelligence  effort  operated  on  two  levels 
simultaneously  during  the  quartor:  local  force  and  guerrilla  units  received 
emphasis,  while  main  force  units  received  pri  ’err  attention. 


b.  Order  of  Battle:  In  the  first  half  of  the  quarter  ene  iy  activity 
v/as  light  throughout  III  CTZ,  as  the  enenu-  avoided  contact  except  for  iso¬ 
lated  attacks.  However,  enemy  activity  increased  during  the  last  half  of  the 
quarter  when  Campaign  X  got  underway.  NVA/VC  forces  continued  the  economy 

of  force  tactics  that  they  adopted  after  the  death  of  Ho  Chi  Mlnh.  .ttacks 
by  fire,  sapper  probes  and  heav*  mining  of  the  lines  of  com  unication  con¬ 
tinued. 

From  1  February  to  1 5  larch,  elements  of  the  7th  NVA  Division,  9th  VC 
Division  and  the  50th  Rear  Service  Group  conducted  Limited  reconnaissance 
end  resupply  missions,  while  taking  advantage  of  natural  cover  end  conceal¬ 
ment  to  harass  friendly  units  and  NDP's,  Ground  to  eir  firing  increased 
significantly  during  the  latter  half  of  the  euarter.  During  February  enemy 
forces  increased  their  resupply  and  reconnaissance  missions  from  the  Fishhook 
down  along  the  Saigon-i  dchelin  Corridor.  Elements  o'’  the  165th  Regiment, 

50th  Rear  Service  Group  and  the  96th  Artilloi"”  Regiment  were  contacted  and 
identified  on  several  occasions  during  this  period. 

From  3-19  March,  enemy  activity  was  focused  in  the  Eo  Tuc-mistang  Troll 
area  of  War  Zone  C,  where  1st  Squadron  encountered  elements  of  the  95C  VC 
Regiment  in  three  major  engagements.  From  19  ’iaroh  until  the  end  of  the 
reporting  period,  enemy  forces  received  replacements,  refitted,  retrained, 
redeployed  and  initiated  Campaign  X. 

c.  Intelligence  Sources: 

(1)  Generals  Hie  number  and  type  of  intelligence  sources 
utilized  by  the  11th  ACR  during  the  querter  were  approximately  the  same  as 
last  quarter.  There  was  an  increase  in  FW's  which  significantly  i  -proved 
intelligence  collection  efforts.  The  Regiment's  overall  intelligence  pro¬ 
ducing  ability  was  excellent, 

(2)  Visual  Reconnaissance:  Visual  reconnaissance  missions, 
flown  on  a  daily  basis  by  .Ur  Cavalry  Troop,  provided  the  bulk  of  the  informa¬ 
tion  used  for  the  planning  of  B-52  strikes,  TAC  Air,  armored  ground  recon- 
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naissonce  operations,  end  ARP/UIRP  insertions,  The  Air  Cavalry  Troop  has 
also  been  instrumental  in  locating  enemy  units  in  iungle  ere*s  ob  well  rs 
providing  secondary  evidence  of  enemy  movement,  forti.fi cations  end  general 
location,  Tlie  visual  reconnaissance  missions  of  the  ACT  h"  e  been  used 
to  confirm  or  disclaim  the  information  obtained  fro*.  SLAl,  Sniffer,  Pod 
Haae,  and  usually  reliable  agent  reports. 


(3)  Captured  Documents;  During  the  reporting  period  the  pri^'-r*' 
value  of  captured  enemy  documents  was  to  established  unit  identification,  and 
secondly,  to  provide  the  11th  ACR  intelligence  personnel  with  "nice  to  know" 
information  concerning  the  past  activities  of  various  enenr'-  units.  Captured 
documents  also  gave  insight  into  the  political  aspects  of  UVA/vC  :d.lit-r. 
activities.  Documents  usually  provide  information  from  which  general  trend:; 
can  be  deduced  rather  than  immediately  exploitable  information, 

(4)  Prisoners  of  V7ar  and  Hoi  Charih:  PVMs  and  Hoi  Chanh’s  oro- 
vide  the  Regiment  with  the  best,  and  usuall"''  the  most  readily  exploitable, 
information.  During  the  euarter  the  11th  ACR  captured  twelve  enemv  end  re¬ 
ceived  one  Hoi  Chnnh.  As  a  group,  they  possessed  little  knowledge. 


(5)  Agent  Reports:  Team  3ACX,  under  the  guidance  of  the  3rd  Bn, 
525  MI  Group,  ceased  providing  agent  reports  to  the  11th  ACR  rs  the  informa¬ 
tion  contained  in  their  reports  was  not  from  the  Regiment's  are?,  of  operr  . 
tions.  During  the  reporting  period  significant  information  w-.s  obtained 
from  the  5th  Special  Forces  Group,  Team  B-33,  the  BLnh  Long  Phoenix  Coordinator 
An  Loc  Sector  2,  and  the  District  Intelligence  Organization  Coordin-tinr> 

Center. 


(6)  Integrated  Civic  Action  Prolects:  On  1  April,  I CAP ' a 
ceased  in  the  11th  ACR  AO.  This  was  duo  to  -  MACV  Directive  stating  that 
AR.VN  participation  was  required,  and  local  province  and  district  offici'ls 
were  unable  to  provide  adeauate  support,  ICAP’s  provided  useful  information 
on  VC  personnel  entering  villages  for  food  and  other  supplies  as  well  -s 
advance  warning  on  light  ground  probes  and  mortar  attacks  on  RF/PF  outposts, 

(7)  FAC's:  Daily  missions  flown  by  the  Air  Force  Forwar4  J'ir 
Controllers  are  an  occasional  source  of  intelligence  and  have  proved  helpful 
in  the  accurate  mapping  of  enemy  lines  of  communication. 

(8)  Technical  Detectors;  SLAL,  Shiffer,  Red  Hare,  ground  radar 
and  ground  sensors  are,  as  a  general  rule,  only  useful  -s  intelligence  in¬ 
dicators.  The  usual  reaction  to  a  detector  activation  is  the  firing  of 
artillery  and/or  a  visual  reconnaissance.  Technical  detectors,  esoeci-11' 
ground  sensors,  have  a  limited  value  in  the  plotting  of  oner-  movements  of. 
night  or  in  heavily  jungled  or  inaccessable  areas  end  their  limitations  must 
always  be  kept  in  mind.

3.  (C)  COMBAT  OPERATIONS  ADD  TRAILING; 

a.  Arm  lysis  and  Evaluation  of  Operations?  A  new  ph*:so  of  Operation 
Kentucky  Cougar  began  when  a  decision  was  made  to  mo-'*e  the  11th  ACR  into 
’.Jar  Zone  C  to  secure  Rome  Plow  operations  and  to  interdict  t’  e  Main  enemy 
supply  lines  from  the  war  zone  to  the  Saigon—  ichelin  Corridor.  The  decision 
took  the  form  of  Operation  Fresh  Start. 

(l)  Rome  Plow  Operations  in  Ha r  Zone  C:  The  501st  end  the  984+h 
Ehgineer  Land  Clearing  Companies  became  DS  to  the  11th  .-.CR  ror  the  oper  ation. 
Tho  1st  Squadron  was  moved  from  the  Loc  Ninh  area  to  east-central  War  Zone  C 
near  FSB’s  Sara  and  Cindy.  The  3rd  Sauadron  replaced  the  2nd  Squadron  in 
tho  Loc  Ninh  area  after  moving  from  the  Tonle  Cham  road.  It  escorted  num¬ 
erous  convoys  from  yuan  Loi  through  An  Loc  to  Loc  Ninh  and  almost  continually 
swept  QL  13  and  roads  leading  to  FSB  Thunder  II.  The  2nd  Squadron  for  ed 
Team  G/2/11  with  the  984th  Ehgineer  land  Clearing  Company  and  G  Troop,  and  the 
Rome  Plows  began  to  clear  both  sides  of  Route  246  which  runs  west  to  e*st 
across  War  Zone  C.  The  Toam  usuallv  cleared  over  100  acres  a  day. 

During  February,  twenty-one  contacts  were  mado  resulting  in  101  NVA/VC  KIA 
ej- id  2  PW's,  Eight  of  these  KIA  were  due  to  2/11  ACR  automatic  ambushes. 

Sixty  to  seventy  bunkers  were  found  by  E  Troop,  2/11  ACR,  which  identified 
the  69th  Artillery  Command,  COSVN*  the  50th  Rear  Service  Group*  the  272nd 
Aogiment*  the  95C  Regiment;  and  the  165th  Regiment. 

Tho  1st  and  2nd  Souadrons  expanded  their  Rome  Plow  operations  in  torch  because 
the*  found  extensive  bunker  complexes  ad  acent  to  Route  246  °nd  the  Rustrng 
Tr*il.  Now,  cuts  were  made  from  the  main  routes  into  trails  end  base  ca  o 
areas.  In  conjunction  with  this  tactic,  numerous  automatic  ambushes  were  1-id 
along  obvious  routes  that  the  enemy  was  using.  These  ambushes  were  extre  .'ol'* 
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effective.  The  average  ambush  was  detonated  br  small  groups  of  infiltrators 
?°Yriers»  uaually  between  1800-2200  and  0600-1000  hours.  In  riarch  alone, 
59  HVA  were  killed  b y  the  automatic  ambushes  of  2/11  ACR, 


(2)  Loc  Ninh :  The  3rd  Sruadron  was  OPCQN  to  the  3rd  Eri^.ade, 

1st  Cavalry  Division  (All)  from  19  February  to  14  March.  Their  mission  in¬ 
cluded  ground  reconnaissance  in  the  vieinity  of  Loc  Ninh,  Additionsry,  tbev 
swept  CJL  13  and  14A,  FSB  Marge  was  used  frequently  during  this  period. 

On  9  March,  l/3/ll  had  an  automatic  ambush  detonated  -nd  on  the  folloidng  the 
1st  Platoon  w.'s  sent  to  sweep  the  ambush  site*  About  one  kilometer  into  the 
rubber  to  the  southeast,  the  platoon  made  contact  with  a  large  enemy  force. 
For  the  next  six  hours  L  Troop  swept  the  enemy  from  his  positions,  14th  the 
assistance  of  TAC  Air  and  light  fire  teams,  the  Blackhorse  Troopers  silenced 
the  wave  upon  wave  of  RPG’s.  The  3rd  Battalion,  209th  Regiment  lost  88  KIA 
and  6  PW's.  L  Troop  lost  4  men  killed  and  16  wounded.  The  enemy  attempt 
to  gain  a  victory  near  Loc  Ninh  failed.  In  addition,  the  losses  he  was 
suffering  in  War  Zone  C  would  continue  to  cause  his  units  along  the  Sfdgon- 
'.Ichelin  Corridor  to  starve  logistic  ally. 


(3)  The  "Dog 's  Face":  In  late  March,  1st  Souedron  shifted  its 
operations  from  central  to  western  War  Zone  C  and  became  QPC0N  to  the  1st 
Brigade,  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM).  The  north  control  of  the  war  zone  v*s 
becoming  increasingly  treacherous  for  the  enemy,  Expecting  to  be  able  to 
cut  deeper  into  his  base  areas,  i/ll  ACR  moved  west.  Aerial  reconnaissance 
showed  that  there  were  several  dwellings  and  trails  north  of  B  Troop's  NDP 
of  30  March,  Also,  the  919th  Ehgineers  finished  a  culvert  bridge  across  the 
Suoi  Dp.  Ha  River  which  would  permit  B  Troop  to  mke  a  ground  reconnaissance 
of  the  area.  The  next  day  2  platoons  from  B  Troop  moved  into  the  area.  Fol¬ 
lowing  a  small  trail  north,  the  Troop  ca’o  upon  an  as  e  .-bly  point  for  the 
i-TVA,  On  closer  examination  hootches  and  fighting  positions  ,rere  discovered. 

An  RPG  was  fired  at  a  Sheridan,  but  it  missed,  and  a  fight  ensued  which 
resulted  in  27  NVA  KIA  and  16  captured.  Support  was  received  from  D/l/ll 
and  Pink  Teems,  A  number  of  classrooms  and  training  aids  \’ere  found,  and 
interrogation  revealed  that  this  was  a  replacement,  school  for  NVA  entering 
the  272nd  Regiment.  The  entire  conpler  was  within  160  meters  of  the  Cambodian 
border. 


(4)  Defense  of  FSB  Fort  Defiance:  The  2nd  Squadron  moved  into 
FSB  Fart  Defiance  (XT502832)  on  8  March,  with  the  mission  of  continuing  the 
Roue  Flow  cuts  in  eastern  War  Zone  C,  Throughout  March,  the  Squadron  inter¬ 
dicted  eneoy  supply  lines  through  the  area.  Captured  documents  told  the 
difficulties  of  the  50th  Rear  Service  Group  in  supplying  Sub-Regions  1  and  5. 
During  March,  the  enemy  gradually  increased  his  harassment  paid  economy  of 
force  measures.  Intelligence  reports  during  the  period  noted  the  upswing  of 
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enemy  activity  in  the  area  of  Fort  Defiance,  a  a  the  enem*’  moved  more  men 
and  units  into  the  area.  Automatic  ambushes  of  2/11  .'ICR  were  taking  more 
and  more  enemy.  Freshly  laid  mines  were  found  along  Route  246  and  the  /dr 
Cavalry  Troop  saw  30-40  individuals  along  the  Mustang  Trail  on  1  April.  On 
the  night  of  7  April,  G  Troop  engaged  25  NVA  who  did  not  return  fire.  JVter 
on  r.  sweep  through  the  area,  they  found  3  NVA  KIA  and  30  NVA  uniforis  -nd 
pucks,  In  addition,  documents  were  found  which  identified  the  50th  Rear 
Service  Group  and  the  101st  Regiment. 


On  9  April,  Fort  Defi  nee  was  occupied  by  H  Company,  HHT,  and  Hovitzer  batter*’’ 
of  2/11  ACR,  At  0002  hours,  an  intense  mortar  end  rocket  barrage  hit  the 
fire  support  base.  .Almost  90  mortar  rounds  impacted  in  or  ne-r  the  embattled 
position.  B-40  rocket  and  ,51  caliber  rounds  vere  utilzed  in  the  attack.  A 
few  More  incoming  rounds  were  received  the  following  morning  and,  when  the 
.surrounding  area  was  swept,  documents  identifying  the  165th  NVA  Regiment  'ere 
found.  The  fact  that  the  tanks  of  H  Company  and  the  155’s  of  the  Howitzer 
battery  kept  up  their  fire  throughout  the  night,  enabled  Fort  Defiance  to 
remain  a  major  obstacle  to  the  enem-% 


(5)  Defense  of  FSB  Kramer:  On  1  April,  FSB  Illingsworth  (ele¬ 
ments  of  the  1st  Bde,  1st  Cnv  Div),  northeast  of  i/ll  ACR,  received  an  attack 
by  fire  followed  by  a  ground  probe.  On  12  April,  i/ll  ACR  conducted  a  tco- 
tical  road  march  from  FSB  Hazard  to  a  new  A0,  establishing  FSB  Kramer,  Ch 
15  April,  Kramer  vas  occupied  by  D  Company,  HHT,  the  l/lT  Howitzer  Battery, 
and  two  40mm  dusters  from  II  Field  Force,  Vietnam,  Tho  FSB  was  equipped  with 
radar  and  "killer  junior"  for  the  artillery.  At  0135  hours,  movement  was 
detected  by  radar  and  the  area  was  reconned  by  fire.  In  addition,  2  Cobra’s 
from  the  1st  Brigade  were  on  station.  By  0231  hours,  mortar  and  rocket  fire 
vms  received.  Fire  vas  im  ediutel  -  returned  bv  tonics  and  dusters.  I*'. ter, 
75mm  recoilless  rifle  and  RPG  rounds  began  to  impact.  Throughout  the  night 
flight  Hawk  and  Shadow  supported.  By  morning,  when  a  s veep  "p.s  made,  20  NVA 
bodies  were  found.  The  enemy  consisted  of  elements  of  two  battalions  fro* 
the  95C  NVA  Regiment.  The  last  large  contact  of  the  Quarter  had  left  the 
11th  ACR  in  a  position  to  severely  hamper  the  efforts  of  'he  ene  y  in  War 
•one  C,  The  1st  and  2nd  Snur.drons  continued  to  utilize  sweeps  and  automatic 
ambushes  to  edv.-ntage.  Seventy-four  NVA  vere  killed  b-  their  automatic 
ambushes  during  April. 

b.  Dmg  TTnp  (Go  Forward  Together)  Program:  .Although  the  11th  ACR 
worked  most  of  the  time  in  War  Zone  C,  3/11  ACR  worked  very  closely  with 
RF/F T  and  ARVN  units  in  Binh  Duong  Province,  These  operations  consisted  of 
seal  and  search,  reconnaissance,  road  security  and  ICAP  operations.  Repre¬ 
sented  below  are  combined  operations  from  1  February  through  30  April  1970:

^  ^uadron  s  mission  was  to  conduct  grovmd  reconnaissance  operations  in 
the  Dog's  Head  area  of  western  War  Zone  C.  1st  Howitzer  Batter-  supported 

U.at^rpn  reconnai seance  by  fire  and  rire  support  in  contact  missions, 
Jn  29  March,  and  again  on  1  -ipril,  the  Howitzer  Batten’'  fired  over  300 
rounds  of  high  explosives  in  support  of  ground  contacts.  On  11  .ipril,  1st 
Squadron  moved  to  FSB  Kramer  (XTO20728)  to  conduct  ground  operations  in  r. 
new  AO.  Qi  22  April,  1st  Souadron  vas  returned  to  the  operational  control,  of 
the  yiment.  The  Howitzer  Battery  and  one  platoon  from  B  Batter  ■,  2/?2

(3)  2nd  Souadron:  Hie  2nd  Souadron  spent  most  of  the  quarter 
conducting  Rome  Plow  operations  in  the  nor thve stem  are"  of  Tav  Hinh  Prov¬ 
ince,  From  1-19  February,  the  Souadron  conducted  ground  reconnaissance  oper¬ 
ations  from  FSB  Wade  (XT628814) ,  in  the  vicinit  *  of  Loc  Hinh.  Second  How¬ 
itzer  Battery  supported  these  operations  Ira  reconnaissance  bv  fire  -nd  fire 
in  support  of  contact.  On  19  February,  the  Squadron  moved  to  FSB  liarsha 
(XT599821 )  to  conduct  plow  operations  in  western  War  Zone  C.  On  2/  Feb¬ 
ruary,  two  Howitzers  from  C  Battery,  2/32  Artillerr,  vere  sent  to  FSB  >rsha 
to  provide  additional  fire  support  for  the  Squadron,  On  8  'arch,  the 
Squadron  CP  and  2nd  Howitzer  Battery  moved  to  FSB  Fort  Defiance  (f T506833 ) 
to  provide  better  coverage  of  the  plow  operations.

On  9  April,  FSB  Fort  Defiance  received  130  rounds  of  mixed  60mm  and  82mm

TVo  days  later,  tho  3rd  Scor'd- • 
ron  was  placed  under  the  operational  control  of  the  2nd  Brigade,  1st  Cavalrv 
Division  (AM),  and  the  3rd  Howitzer  Battery  v~s  located  at  FSB  Rob  (YT260915) 
with  the  Squadron  CP.  On  28  A-pril,  the  3rd  Scm-dron  wan  returned  to  the 

operational  control  of  the  Regiment  and  started  movement  to  FSB  South  II  in 

preparation  for  Operation  Dong  Ihion  II.  A  Battery,  2/35  Artillery  (l  55mm), 
joined  tho  3rd  Souadron  on  29  April  and  both  batteries  closed  FSB  South  II 
the  following  day. 

(5)  During  this  quarter  two  steps  were  taken  to  improve  tho 
Howitzer  batteries  abilities  to  support  the  ground  forces.

(l)  General:  During  the  reporting  period  elements  of  the 
919th  Ehgineer  Company  (Armored)  participated  in  Operations  Kentucky  Cougar 
and  Fresh  Start,  while  providing  direct  combat  engineer  support  to  elements 
of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment,  Ihe  primary  area  of  operation  wrs  War 
Zone  C  in  the  Tay  Nlnh  area*  During  the  quarter  the  sep-ra.te  platoons  of 
the  919th  Bigineer  Company  (Armored)  ’  ere  normally  GPCON  to  the  individual 
squadrons  of  the  Hth  ACR,  Ehgineers  accomplished  demolition  work,  ford 
and  AVLB  site  construction,  reconnaissance,  NDP  construction,  tunnel  explor¬ 
ation,  mine  detection  and  removal,  culvert  construction  and  ccnbat  as  on 
armor  element, 

02)  Operations:  During  the  reporting  period  tho  919th  Ehgineers 
were  employed  in  many  diversified  mis  si  ana  »Mch  took  them  into  every  corner 
of  Uar  Zone  C,  In  supporting  a  unit  as  mobile  as  the  11th  ACR,  the  indi¬ 
vidual  platoons  usually  found  themselves  working  as  separate  units.  To  do 
justice  to  each  platoon  and  its  accomplishments,  the  events  of  the  last 
three  months  will  be  reported  by  platoon. 
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(a)  First  Platoon :  During  the  first  two  d  ys  of  the 
reporting  period,  the  1st  Platoon  was  located  at  Qu,-n  Loi  B-'so  Cemp  for  a. 
maintenance  stand  down.  While  at  that  location,  the-”-  ’-era  ngagod  in  a  dril  • 
mine  swop  north  along  QL  13  fron  An  Loc  to  the  vicinity  of  the  C,-.u  Com  Lo 
Bridge  (XT718974).  During  this  period  the  engineers  found  ^nd  removed  five 
enemy  minos. 

On  3  February,  the  1st  Platoon  loft  Quan  loi  for  FSB  Jnn  and  became  OP  CON 
to  the  3rd  Squadron.  At  Jan  the  Platoon  **as  assigned  a  daily  mine  svoor 
from  that  location  to  the  vicinity  of  XT6 5/834  and  undertook  the  continuing 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  FSB  Jan.  Cn  19  February,  the  3rd  Squadron 
and  1st  Platoon  movod  north  to  the  Loc  Ninh  area  and  established  NDP  vt 
FSB  Wade,  where  the  engineers  worked  on  firo  support  b-so  i  -nrove-  entc.  The 
Platoon  conducted  dolly  nine  sweeps  in  the  area,  emplaced  culverts  and 
constructed  a  helipad  at  XU731008.

They  moved  to  FSB  Bunard  (XT248882)  and  remained  c.t  that  loc*tion 
until  28  April,  when  the  Squadron  moved  south  and  vest  to  FSB  Jake.  There 
the  Platoon  was  engaged  in  upgrading  Highway  246. 

(c)  Third  Platoon:  On  1  February,  the  3rd  Platoon  -as 
0PC0N  to  3/11  ACR  and  w.as  engaged  in  the  construction  of  FSB  Jan.  Thin 
proj  oct  was  completed  on  2  February ,  on  which  date  the  Platoon  entered  Quan 
Loi  Bc.se  Camp  for  a  maintenance  st'nd  down.  During  this  time  the”-  were 
assigned  the  mission  of  sweeping  QL  13  from  An  Loc  to  the  ’dcinity  of  Cp.u 
Cam  Ie  Bridge. 

On  28  February,  the  Platoon  departed  Quan  Loi  and  became  0PC0N  to  t’  o 
1st  Squadron.  They  established  a  NDP  \t  FSB  Sarah,  then  moved  to  FSB  Vick". 
The  Platoon  was  inr-edieitely  assigned  engineer  missions.  Over  the  next 
sevoral  days,  the  engineers  constructed  two  timber  trestle  bridges  (XT/ 08675 
and  XT396633). 

After  establishing  a  nev  NDP  (FSB  Sharon)  at  XIA09691,  the  Platoon  spent 
throe  days  maintaining  their  eouipment  before  beginning  c  daily  .nine  careen 
operation  freon  FSB  Sharon  to  XT41 5865.  On  26  ikrch,  the  engineers  con¬ 
structed  a  log  pad  at  FSB  Sharon  and  moved  with  the  1st  Souadron  into  the' 

1st  Brigado,  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM),  area  of  operations.  NDP  was  est*b. 
lished  at  FSB  Hazard.  For  a  period  of  approximately  three  weeks,  the  3rd 
Platoon  swept  a  section  of  road  from  XT1 13663  to  FSB  Washington  (XT149568), 
after  which  they  returned  to  XT1 13663  and  swept  to  XT089785 —  in  all  the 
swoop  was  17  miles  long. 

On  8  April,  while  engaged  in  mine  3 veep  operations,  five  individuals  from 
the  Platoon  triggered  an  automatic  ambush  at  XT048857,  Tiro  persons  were 
killed  and  throe  others  severely  wounded.  It  was  arranged  at  that  ti  e  t,o 
bring  the  3rd  Platoon  into  Quan  Loi  and  replace  them  with  the  1st  Platoon. 

The  switch  was  made  and  the  3rd  Platoon  arrived  at  Ourn  Loi  on  18  April. 

While  at  Quan  loi,  the  3rd  Platoon  was  engaged  in  various  projects  related 
to  Base  Defense,  which  included  replacement  of  concertin'1  wire  along  the 
porimotor  and  mine  sweeps  along  Highway  246  to  FSB  Jake.  On  29  April,  the 
Platoon  departed  Quan  Loi  onrouto  to  Joke  and  participated  in  the  upgrading 
of  Route  246. 
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(d)  Fourth  PI -'.toon:  At  tho  borimiing  of  the  reporting 
period,  tho  4th  Platoon  was  OPCCtJ  to  the  2nd  Seuadron  at  F3B  Wade .  Ibc  Pla¬ 
toon  wo.s  eng  god  in  daily  'nine  swe ?p  missions  along  QL  13  Proa  Loc  Hnh  to 
tho  vicinity  of  tho  Cau  Cron  Le  Bridge.  While  a.t  Wade,  the  engineox*3  o  placed 
bunkers  and  concortin 1  wire,  and  generally  improved  the  posture  of  tho  fire 
support  base.  Also,  the  Platoon  constructed  six  helipads  at  W.do  .  nd  snro  d 
Pcniprinc  over  tho  pads. 

On  16  February,  the  4th  Platoon  moved  to  the  vicinit"  of  XUB14198  and  des¬ 
troyed  q  NVA  bunker  complex.  After  completing  this  demolition  vork,  V e 
engineers  moved  with  the  2nd  Squadron  to  a  new  NDP  (FSB  ‘  ershs.)  at  XT599820. 
On  6  !  lurch,  the  4th  Platoon  moved  to  XT506834  and  began  construction  of 
FSI3  Fort  Defiance.  In  addition  to  constructing  the  two  fir-e  sir-port  b^ses, 
the  Platoon  was  assigned  daily  mine  sweep  missions  along  Route  246. 

On  21  i larch,  the  )  th  Platoon  mo-*ed  to  FT495752  and  began  construction  of  FSB 
Pdcky,  Work  continued  until  29  larch,  when  the  Platoon  returned  to  Pori. 
Defiance. 

Work  continued  at  Fort  Defiance  throughout  the  first  he.l:'  oc  April,  c  the 
engineers  iiiiproved  th  -t  position  and  performed  their  dril^  mine  sveop 
missions.  On  16  April,  the  'th  Platoon  began  construction  of  FSB  Burkett 
at  XT448821 .  Work  continued  at  FSB  Burkett  t  rough  24  April.  For  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  reporting  period,  the  Platoon  was  engaged  in  i  ‘.proving  their 
NDP  defenses  and  later,  on  29  April,  oined  other  elements  o  tho  11th  ACR 
and  established  a  NDP  at  XT512904,

(3)  New  Equipment:  The  919th  Bigineer  Como  any  (Armored)  re¬ 
ceived  three  Rome  Plows  only  12  days  prior  to  the  close  of  tic  quarter.  For 
thl3  reason  no  truly  valid  evaluation  can  bo  made  of  the  Rome  Plows.  An 
evaluation  of  this  equipment  will  be  included  in  the  next  ORLI* 
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(4)  Base  Camp  Development:  During  the  cuarter  the  91 9th  Thgi- 
neers  were  engaged  in  several  pro 'acts  designed  to  imorove  the  de  ’cnees  o*' 
the  Quan  Loi  Base  Camp,  'fuch  of  this  vork  was  conoentr;  ted  in  the  Or.  nre 
Sector  of  Base  Defense,  and  consisted  primarily  of  utilizing  the  en-  inner 
equipment  organic  to  the  unit  for  the  prep -'ration  and  improve  lent  o'*  V  nkers 
end  emplacements.  JVont  loaders,  5-ton  dump  trucks,  Rome  Plows  end  dozers 
wore  most  extensively  used  in  these  projects.  In  addition  to  considerations 
to  defense,  the  919th  was  responsible  for  administration  of  the  S-A  vr.rd, 
from  which  wore  issued  «i  multitude  of  materials.  Also,  the  engine*.' as  \-ere 
assigned  the  proiect  of  repairing  a  schoolhouse  located,  in  the  riotr.  ciese 
section  of  Quin  Loi.  The  damagod  roof  w s  replaced  and  the  entire  structure 
i cprirod. 

o.  Army  Aviation: 

(1)  War  Zone  C  operations  posed  no  particular  problem.  rn  f  ct, 
the  smaller  area,  of  operation  and  absence  of  friend l”  population  en!.  need 
tho  air  cavalry  responso.  The  loc  i  enemy  was  rolr.tivoly  "trail  bound  , 
which  simplified  the  Scout  search  ‘"othods, 

(2)  The  ARP  was  employed  with  good  success  in  eiplncing  and 
checking  sensor  equipment  in  Wax  Zone  C.  A  total  of  15  detectors,  both 
soismic  and  magnetic,  were  emplaced  requiring  8-10  hours. 

(3)  "Sniffer"  missions  were  .'/comp nied  bv  ••  Scout-  IOH  to  rod ’cc 
reaction  time  to  readings.  On  sov  ral  occasions  this  technique  resulted  i a 

number  of  confirmed  onemy  kills.  Also,  one-ty  activity  v-  s  detected.  bv 
tho  LOH  and  followed  by  ARP  insertion  to  furthor  exploit  the  "Sniffer1, 
reeding. 


(4)  Might  Hawk  was  utilized  during  the  purr ter,  orienting  on 
open  and  Rome  Plow  cuts  in  War  Zone  C.  Results  in  tens  of  confined  kills 
wore  minimal  j  howevor,  it  was  felt  the  aircraft’s  presence  was  a  do1/..?  an: 
to  enemy  movement. 

(5)  A  locally  fabricated  mount  at  aching  the  XM191,  4  tube, 

66rom  Launcher  to  the  0H-6A  L OH  was  tested  bv  tho  Scout  Platoon.  This  device 
was  employed  in  a  local  test  and  wa.s  found  to  be  excellent  as  an  of  Ton  si  vo 
anti-personnel  weapon,  as  well  as  for  marking  targets.  The  device  has  been 
observed  bv  reprosent  tlves  of  aCTIV  and  USAEV. 

5.  (C)  CO  B.:T  SERVICE  SUPFORT: 

a.  Logistics; 
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(1)  General:  During  the  reporting  the  logistical  posturo  of  the 
Itogiinont  changed  from  the  previous  quarter*  The  tactical  situation  fluc¬ 
tuated  during  February,  March  and  April  with  one  aourdron  OPCON  to  the  let 
Cavalry  Division  in  War  Zone  C,  one  snuadron  OPCON  to  the  5th  ARVN  Inf  'ntr,r 
Division  at  Iai  Khe,  and  one  squadron  under  Regimental  control  in  War  Zone  C. 
The  flow  of  logistical  support  continued  to  originate  in  the  Long  Binh  -  Eden 
Hoc.  area  with  Class  III  and  Class  V  being  flown  to  forward  rirs trips  at  Tonle 
Chem  (FSB  Jake)  for  the  2nd  Sruadron  and  to  Thien  Ngon  for  the  1st  Sour dr on, 
while  3rd  Squadron  was  resupplied  almost  entirely  by  overland  convoy  to  led 
Khe  on  the  MSR,  The  1st  Squadron  rear  area  at  Tay  Ninh  supported  Class  I 
and  Class  II  operations  for  its  forces  with  hook-out  operations,  while  °nd 
Squadron  provided  similar  support  from  Quan  Loi  to  its  elwaemnts.  The  3rd 
Squadron,  because  of  its  favorable  location  on  the  i-BR  end  also  because  of 
the  proximity  of  its  fighting  elements  to  the  Squadron  Rear,  required  a  neg¬ 
ligible  amount  of  blade  time. 

(2)  Problem  Area:  Up  until  the  third  week  of  April,  the  Pngi^ent 
was  allocated  24  hours  of  blade  time  per  day  to  flw  its  resupply.  It  vas  c't 
to  21  hours  on  22  April  and  further  reduced  to  18  hours  on  27  April.  Ti'o 
squadrons,  the  first  and  second,  were  receiving  all  of  the  blade  time  (exceot 
twenty  minutes  which  was  allocated  to  the  3rd  Squodron).  The  two  scuadrons 
were  in  central  War  Zone  C,  which  is  35  minutes  from  Ta.  '  Ninh,  25  minutes 
from  Quan  Loi,  and  anproximatcly  10  minutes  from  FSB  Jake.  Each  sru-dron 
requires  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  sorties  per  day,  and  more  during  heavy 
contact.  Simple  mathematics  indicates  that  eighteen  hours  "ero  insufficient 
to  support  two  squadrons  in  War  Zone  C  with  hook-out  pads  at  Tay  lTinh,  Ouan 
Loi  and  FSB  Jako.  An  average  da*  requires  nt  least  21  hours  of  blade  timo. 

The  blade  time  required  was  reduced  b~  going  to  overland  convoy  fro1.  JaJce 
to  the  forward  operating  bases  at  FSB  Burkett  (2/l  1 )  and  FSB  Ha? el  (l/‘,l). 

Tho  obvious  disadvantage  was  the  requirement  to  provide  security  to  the  l~nd 
convoy  with  fighting  elements  of  tho  sou'drons  and  the  tirao  -nd  effort  con- 
sun  cd  sweeping  the  routes  for  mines. 

(3)  Supply  end  Ihintononce: 

(a)  Class  I:  The  troops  in  the  field  continued  to  receive 
two  hot  meals  a  day,  ice,  water,  soda  and  beer  in  sufficient  quantities,  Some 
problems  wero  experienced  with  tho  2nd  Squadron’s  water  purification  rig: 
howover,  it  remained  operational.  Che  water  purification  rig  was  combat  lost 
by  the  1st  Squadron  when  it  was  hit  by  shrapnel  from  an  exploding  round. 

(b)  Classes  II  &  VII:  There  were  no  problems  in  Class  II, 
Class  VII  (major  end  items)  replacement  was  responsive  with  the  average  re¬ 
placement  times  of  four  davs  for  combat  losses.  Ropla.cev.ent  of  5- ton  c^rgo 
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trucks,  M54A2  Cargo  Carriers,  M548  Flame  Thrower  Service  Units,  ruid  medium 
recovery  vehicles  continued  to  lag  due  to  non-availability  of  these  items 
in  sufficient  quantities  at  the  US  Army  Depot  in  Long  Binh, 

(c)  Class  IV:  Seventy- two  inch  culvert  needed  to  provide  over¬ 

head  protection  for  ammunition  at  fire  support  bases  was  ver  ■  difficult  to 
acquire.  Forty-eight  inch  culvert  and  2-BA1  stoel  matting  vr.s  in  lieu  of  the 
larger  item,  , 

(d)  Classes  III  &  V:  No  real  problems  were  encounterod. 

(e)  Maintenance :  Deadline  rates  for  combat  vehicles  vraro  sig¬ 
nificantly  up  this  quarter.  This  is  mainly  a  result  if  increased  combat 
operation  in  War  Zone  C,  Deadline  rates  for  the  reporting  period  are  as 
follows :

b.  Medical ; 

(1)  General:  The  overall  health  of  the  Regiment  has  remained 
unchanged  since  the  last  reporting  period.  The  most  significant  change 
noted  for  the  quarter  was  the  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  malaria  c'ses. 
The  number  of  cases  dropped  from  an  averaged  of  45  per  month  for  the  pro¬ 
ceeding  period  to  an  average  of  9  per  month  dining  the  current  reporting 
period.  Although  there  were  several  factors  involved  in  this  decrease,  in¬ 
cluding  change  of  A08s  and  the  arrival  of  the  dry  season,  the  fact  that 
this  decrease  occurred  after  the  Regimental  Commander  placed  strong  commend 
emphasis  on  malaria  prophylaxis  cannot  be  discountod. 

(2)  Iniuries:  Non-battle  injuries  increased  during  this 
quarter  due  primarily  to  extensive  land  clearing  operations  conducted  by 

the  Regiment,  Toatal  incidence  of  accidental  injury  was  1177  cases  of  vhich 
only  109  required  admission  to  a  treatment  facility.  While  most  of  these 
injuries  were  in  the  form  of  minor  scratches  and  abrasions,  sono  were  of  a 
serious  enough  nature  to  warrent  evacuation  out  of  the  Republic  of  Vietnam. 
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Due  to  the  increased  enemy  activities  during  the  past  three  nonths,  in-  uries 
resulting  from  hostile  action  increased  shamly  from  314  during  the  pre¬ 
vious  quarter  to  450  during  this  reporting  period.

(4)  i-SEDCAP:  The  mo1  orit*r  of  EDCAP  activities  in  the  Regiment 
were  performed  by  the  37th  -iedical  Company  in  con'  unct  on  with  the  Regimental 
S-5.  A.  total  of  3,189  civilians  were  treated j  no  treatments  were  performed 
for  injuries  sustained  due  to  hostile  action.  Due  to  the  lack  of  medical 
support  from  ARVN  units,  EDCAP  activities  were  abandoned  during  April. 

(5)  There  was  a  complete  reorgsnieat5.cn  of  the  Regimental 
Surgeon 1  Section.  Of  significant  importance  was  the  addition  of  a  flight 
sturgeon  to  the  section.  The  flight  surgeon  has  set  up  an  aviation  aid  section 
in  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  area  at  Quan  Ioi  and  this  arrangement  has  grentl-"- 
improved  the  patient  core  of  the  Regimental  aviators. 

c.  Religious :  During  the  reporting  period  the  Regimental  Chaplain 
Soction  has  maintained  a  vigorous  program  of  religious  services,  individurl 
counseling,  personal  contact,  visitation  of  the  sick  and  wounded  and  group 
orientations.  Also,  during  the  quarter  the  Chaplain  Section  moved  from  Hen 
Hoa  to  Di  An  and  the  Rogimental  Chaplain  assumed  the  r.dded  duties  of  Dt  An 
Post  Chaplain  with  the  responsibility  of  coordinating  the  chapel  programs 
of  rill  resident  units,  as  well  as  supplying  coverage  for  US  units  at  Ini  Khe. 

The  spiritual  state  of  the  troops  and  the  morale  as  it  relates  to  religious 
activity,  are  very  good  and  can  effectively  be  measured  in  the  high  degree  of 
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participation  in  the  religious  program.  Tie  only  noticeable  decline  in  the 
spiritual  and  emotional  states  of  the  men  occurs  a3  e.  result  of  a  high  cas¬ 
ualty  rate,  a  loss  of  parent  unit  identity  (e.  g.  GPCGM  b"-  troop/co  \prny) , 
or  during  sustained  inactivity. 

d.  Postal ; 


(1)  General:  Cn  19  Mirch,  the  7th  Array  Postal  Unit  moved  :from 
Bien  Hoa  Army  Base  to  Di  An  Array  Base  in  order  to  trice  over  the  area  postal 
operations  from  the  1st  Infantry  Division  Postal  Section.  In  Bien  Hoc.  the 
unit  served  approximately  6,800  troops}  now  at  Di  An  the  poste.1  unit  serves 
over  15,000  troops,  an  increase  of  120%.  The  assigned  strength  of  the  7th 
APU  increased  from  18  to  39  men,  an  increase  of  117%. 

(2)  During  the  reporting  period  26,766  mone-  orders  w<;re  sold 

for  a  total  value  of  $1,991,057.12.  749  monev  orders  were  cashed  for  a  tot->l 

value  of  $47,823.10.  Stamp  sales  for  the  ouarter  totaled  $31,725.45.

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7.  (FOUO)  PSYCHOLOGICAL  OPERATIONS: 

a.  General:  During  the  period  1  Feb  -  30  Apr,  the  Regimental  PSYOP 
Program  continued  to  be  effective,  with  3£  million  leaflets  being  dropped 
and  72  hours  of  aerial  broadcast  time  being  flovm  in  both  Binh  Long  Province 
and  War  Zone  C. 

b.  Chieu  Hoi.  Volunteer  Informant,  and  Pacification  Programs:  The 
Chieu  Hoi  Program  received  the  greatest  amount  of  aerial  loudspeaker  ti  :e, 
with  leaflet  and  loudspeaker  missions  being  flown  during  and  after  ever- 
contact.  Special  attempts  to  produce  ralliers  have  been  used,  such  as  em¬ 
placing  banners  end  posters  along  raa^or  infiltration  routes  in  con’ unction 
with  special  appeals—  for  instance,  the  homesick  appeal  -nd  asking  cuostions 
like,  "Who  takes  care  of  your  family  now?" 

Because  the  TAOI  lacks  friendly  populace,  there  ha.s  been  no  emphasis  placed 
on  the  Volunteer  Informant  Program,  except  during  ground  mis. "ions  conducted 
in  coni  unction  with  the  ICAP  activities  in  Binh  long  Province.  This  program 
is  still  proving  valuable,  with  more  civilians  feeling  that  the  GVN  is 
strong  enough  to  defeat  the  NVA  and  VC  guerrillas  in  the  province. 

The  Pacification  Program  has  also  suffored  since  the  11th  ACR  moved  a  t  of 
Binh  Long  Province,  with  the  entire  responsibility  for  this  form  of  PSYOP 
being  left  to  tho  VIS  and  ''1ACC0RDS  personnol.  However,  to  help  spre  \d  the 
word,  the  Regiment  i3  providing  the  province  with  helicopter  and  a.eri  1 
loadspeakor  on  n  twice  weekljr  basis.

EVALUATION:  When  the  operators  left  their  controls,  they

RECQ  ;  "EUDATIQN:  Onlv  the  m-,n  who  sot  the  automatic  i-jvbush 
should  attempt  to  disarm  it.  This  man  should  retain  enough  fardlitrit”-  with 
his  ambush  to  safely  approach  it  and  to  recognize  any  alterations, 

(4)  OBSERVATION:  When  an  automatic  ambush  detonates  at  night, 
the  unit  will  usually  sveop  the  area  the  next  morning. 

EVALUATION :  An  ene  ry  force  has  been  known  to  utilize  this 
fact  to  engage  friendly  units  when  the1*-  sweep  an  -mbush  site.  Indirect  fire 
can  be  placed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  automatic  ambush  after  it  has  been 
detonated.  The  sweep  force  should  approach  the  ambush  site  prepared  ‘'or 
contact. 
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REC OMMSM DATI ON :  Sweep  of  ambush  sites  after  detonation 
should  be  dene  cautiously. 

c.  Training:  None. 


OBSERVATION:  There  is  p.  need  for  a  change  in  existing 
directives  requiring  international  orange  for  conspicuous  ‘vrkings  on  LOH 
aircraft  engaged  in  air  cavalry  scout  missions. 

EVALUATION;  During  air  cavalrv  operations  in  RVN,  the 
Aero- Scouts  fly  erratic  patterns  over  he  aw  1  ungle  in  all  t’TDes  of  weather. 
Their  success,  in  terms  of  mission  and  their  very  lives,  depends  on  the 
continuous  observation  and  coverage  provided  bv  their  Cobra  escorts.  The 
international  orange  allowed  by  current  directives  is  not  adoou ately  con¬ 
spicuous  when  viewed  from  altitude  against  the  1 ungle  canopy  or  floor— espe¬ 
cially  when  shadows  from  -  broken  or  scattered  cloud  cover  prevail. 

RECO  iENDATI ON :  Change  existing  directives  vhich  concern 
conspicuous  markings  to  allow  air  cavlrv  troops  in  RVN  to  select  color 
schemes  which  they  deem  appropriate  for  LOH  scout  aircraft. 

g.  Signal: 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Vfoen  the  antenna  kits  provided  with  the  Radio 
Terminal  Set,  AN/GRC-I63,  were  erected,  it  was  discovered  that  the  n-.st 
sections  were  too  feeble  and  bent  rather  easily,  making  erection  bv  inex¬ 
perienced  personnel  very  difficult, 

EVALUATION :  Successful  erection  of  such  a  svstom  recuires 
previous  experience,  a  rarity  in  a  non- signal  unit. 

REG  OK  IENDATI  ON :  Ihe  problem  ma,r  be  solved  in  at  least 
two  ways:  1.  Provide  more  intensive  antenna- erecting  training  in  rel-ted 
signal  iiOS’s,  especially  in  the  05C20  course  and  in  the  NCO  Academv  program.

RECO'uiENDATIQN :  That  one  31S20  be  authorised  at  s<~\’  dron 
lovel  to  properly  diagnose  crypto-radio  oystom  failures  *nd  to  insure  proper 
care  of  crypto  systems  at  sauadron  level. 

h.  ifedlcal:  None. 

i.  Base  Carap  Development:  None. 

j.  PSYOP/Civic  Action; 

OBSERVATION:  Numerous  incidents  have  occurred  in  which 
Vietnamese  language  PSYOP  materials  have  been  policed  up  b*r  Allied  units  end 
turned  in  for  intelligence  information. 

EVALUATION:  These  incidents  were  due  to  a  lack  of  under- 
standing  of  the  Vietnamese  language.  This  causes  a  gap  in  the  PSYOP' s  effort 
and  creates  delays  in  initiating  special  programs. 

REC  Olf.  IEND  ATT  ON :  Subordinate  connandors  and  staffs  should 
thoroughly  brief  their  personnel,  particular!  aviators,  when  these  materials 
are  to  be  utilized,  ’nd  insure  that  the-"-  emphasize  the  necessity  of  not 
removing  the  materials  from  their  locations.

a.  Reference  item  concerning  "Ncmex  flight  suits  and  gloveBw,  sec¬ 
tion  I,  page  10,  paragraph  4a  (4);  Concur  that  personnel  flying  "Sniffer" 
missions  should  be  authorised  to  requisition  and  draw  Noraex  suits  and 
gloves.  Personnel  involved  usually  fly  an  average  of  50  hairs  per 
month.  The  low  altitude  and  the  low  speed  required  by  the  nature  of 
their  mission  involves  a  higi  degree  of  risk  for  which  the  men  receive 
no  additional  compensation,  nor  are  they  authorized  to  draw  protective 
clothing. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "Allocation  of  blade  time",  section  I, 
page  18,  paragraph  5a  (2) ;  This  headquarters  is  not  in  a  position  to  com¬ 
ment  on  the  reduction  in  allotted  flying  hours  since  logistical  support 
aircraft  do  not  come  fran  this  Division.  However,  concur  with  the  position

a.  (U)  Reference  item  concerning  "Noraex  Clothing",  page  10, paragraph 
4a(4),  and  paragraph  a,  1st  Indorsement!  concur.  Unit  has  been  advised 
to  submit  a  request  to  USARV  for  permission  to  issue  Nomex  flight  clothing 
to  "Sniffer”  (XM3  Personnel  Detector)  team  personnel.  No  action  by  DA 

or  USARPAC  is  recommended. 

b.  (C)  Reference  item  concerning  "Blade  Time",  page  38,  paragraph 
5a(2),  and  paragraph  b,  1st  Indorsement.  The  blade  time  restrictions 
cited  in  the  ORLL  were  applicable  to  CH-47  aircraft.

The  action  to  be  taken  by  Rome  Plows  encountering  an  occupied  enemy 
bunker  complex  is  dependent  upon  the  situation?  e.g.,  type  fires  directed 
against  the  plows,  proximity  and  reaction  time  of  the  security  force, 
visibility  and  mobility  permitted  by  the  jungle  growth,  and  other 
variables.  Where  the  security  force  is  armor  and.  is  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  it  may  be  practicable  and  desirable  for  the  Rome  Plows  to  cut 
toward  the  bunker  complex  while  the  armor  force  is  also  attacking  the 
bunker  complex.  It  is  also  possible  that  other  situations  might  dictate 
that  Rome  Plows  halt  rather  than  continuing  to  cut  toward  the  bunker 
complex,  '’'he  course  of  action  will  require  a  command  decision  for  each 
occupied  enemy  bunker  complex  encountered  by  the  Rome  Plows.
